Dr. Sun kept in touch with the se- 
cret societies in China by sending let- 
ters to them. He also raised money 
from Chinese residents of several 
countries. We are told that $5,000,- 
OOO was promised, and at least part- 
ly paid by 1,500. Chinese living in 
Chile. 

At last, toward the end of 1911, 
Sun Yat-sen believed the time had 
come to return to China. Revolt had 
broken out there, and he went back 
to take part in it. The Rebels cheered 
him, and a meeting of delegates elect- 
ed him “first president of the Chi- 
nese republic.”

Wallace Will Urge 


Sugar Process Tax 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—(UP) 
Secretary of Agriculture Henry A. 
Wallace said tonight that he will 
urge congress to levy a processing 
tax on sugar in order to cut down 
to a just level “unduly high” prof- 
its of the sugar industry under the 
government's quota system. 

He suggested the tax should be 
$20 per ton, twice as much as levied 
under the old Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administration program. This 
would bring into the Treasury about 
$130,000,000 additional revenue an- 
nually, he estimated.

BILL (5 REINTRODUCED 


FOR EQUITABLE RATES 


)Ramspeck Pushes Efforts To 
Remedy Alleged Unfair- 
ness to South. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Repre- 
sentative Robert Ramspeck, of Geor- 
gia, today reintroduced in the house 
his bill designed to bring about the 
levying of more equitable freight rates 


on the transportation of property 
from the Atlanta and other southern 
areas into various rate-making zones 
set up by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

_ The same measure was introduced 
in the last congress by the Atlantan 
but more important legislation pre- 
vented even its cousideration by the 
committee on interstate and fareign 
commerce. ' 

If enacted it would amend para- 
graph 5 of section 1 of the interstate 
commerce act by providing that 
charges “for the transportation of 
property between the different rate- 
making or geographical sections of 
the United States as now designated 
by the I. C. C. for rate making pur- 
poses be so adjusted as to cause no 
greater charge for the transportation 
of property moving from one rate 
making section into another than the 
charge for the same or like classes 
of traffic moving wholly within the 
destination rate-making action, dis- 
tance considered.” ‘ 

Wherever differences exist entitling 
rail carriers in one rate-making sec- 
tion to higher revenues than carriers 
in another, the measure further pro- 
vides such differences in revenue needs 
should be recognized in divisions of 
rates among the several carriers af- 
fected. 

The Atlanta Freight Bureau has 
been interested in securing fairer 
rates for shippers from northern Geor- 
gia for some time and are prepared 
to co-operate with Mr. Ramspeck in 
getting through congress legislation 
that will more nearly equalize the 
rates.

To arrange a planked dish is not

Care of a Plank. 


A very beautiful effect may be ob- 
tained with a little care and the use 
of one’s imagination. 

A fire-proof platter may be used in 
place of a plank. Many still prefer 
tne plank, however. Did you know 
that you can now obtain small planks 
for individual servings? 

A new plank should be rubbed with 
oil and heated through Yn a slow oven 
until the wood has absorbed the oil. 
Then the plank is ready for use. It 
can be washed after using, and in 
general treated like any other cook- 
ing utensil. 

Broiling the Steak. 

A beef porterhouse, club or sirloin 
steak cut 1 to 2 inches thick, is first 
broiled in the proper way, when it 
is to be planked. 

For broiling, preheat your oven, 
having the oven regulator set as high 
as possible. Then place the steak in 
the center of the rack so that there 
is a distance of about 3 inches be- 
tween the top of the steak and the 
flame. Leave the broiling oven door 
partly open. 

When the steak is nicely browned 
on one side, season it with salt and 
pepper. The steak may then be placed 
on the plank, brown side down. How- 
ever, if you like your steaks well 
done, you may broil it partially on 
the second side before transferring it 
to the plank. 

Plank Other Meats. 

Steak is not the only meat which 
may be served in planked style. A 
delicious and inexpensive planked 
dish, which may be as elaborate as 
vou choose, is made from ground beef. 
The grinding breaks up and removes 
some of the connective tissue of the

Planked Lamb Steaks. 

Use a large wooden plonk or a fire- 
proof platter for planking. Have two 
or three slices from the leg cut 11-2 
to 2 inches thick. Brown on one side 
in a hot pan. Transfer to the heated 
piank or platter, brown side down. 
Place cauliflower flowerets and green 
beans around the steaks. Dot them 
with butter and sprinkle with grated 
cheese. Cook in a moderately hot 
oven (350-400 degrees F.) until the 
lamb and vegetables have finished 
cooking Decorate the plank’ with 
parsley or watercress. 

Planked Liver. 

Dip rather thick slices of calf’s 
liver in melted butter and broil until 
brown on each side. Arrange on a 
hot buttered plank. Garnish the edge 
of the plank with Duchess potatoes 
put through a pastry tube. ver the 
liver place large fresh mushroom caps 
which have been peeled and steamed. 
Lay several slices of bacon over the 
mushrooms. Place small white onions 
which have been gently cooked until 
tender around the liver inside the »o- 
tato border. Place under the broiler 
flame until the bacon is cooked. 

Planked Ham Slice. 

One thick slice ham, 4 large spiced 
peaches, 1-4 cup spiced peach juice, 
2 cups cooked spinach, cup diced 
buttered carrots, mashed potatoes, 2 
egg yolks.
